1. To insure thie Ageney is provided naval support during Cuba 
U-2 missions I believe it is appropriate to restate existing pro- 
cedures and diacues areas that way require additional action er con~ 
firwation. 


2. At thie time the followiag information is furnished CINCLAKT 
mot later than 30 hours prior to initial penetration vie 2 DIRNBA 
COP922Y1) message: 


a. Emergency call signa. 
bd. Inbound and cutbound times crossinj: 85. 


3. The emergency call eign is furnished Commander, Naval Baste, 
Key Weat, not later than one hour prior to initial penetration vie 
coded telephone call frou Preject Headquarters. Through prior 
arrengements this call also verified that the t-2 will be cperatinag 
in the Cuba area.

&. It is moat important that the Commender, Naval’ Base, 
Guantanamo be furnished sufficient information in order that he can 
provide the following support in the event an erergency janding is 
required at his atation: 


a, Provide fighter aircraft on condition Te) alert for 
escort in the event an emergency landing is attempted or a ditching 
er bailout in the viciaity of Guantanamo is necessary. vilots 
should be briefed to escort U-2 aircraft fran coast out point to 
Guantaname. No penetration of Cuba by fighter aireraft authorizec. 


(1) Filot will be briefed to tranemit MAYDAY and 
assigned emergeacy call aign on beth 243.0 (Emergency) 
and 360.2 ne (Guantanamo tower primary frequency ) 
stating position, heading, intentions, and request aid 
desired. 
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(2) Lf an amergency landing ia attempted at 
Guantanamo the pilot will approach from the south 
through the established corrider. 


(3) Im the event the aircraft is forced down 
from high altitude the pilot is briefed that he can 
expect tighter cover after coast out peint from 
approximately 46,000 ft to surface, if auch aid is 
requested, 


€4) Under normal conditions, the 0-2 can glide 
to several bases around Cuba; therefore, Guantanamo 
ie to be used only as a last resort alternative. 


5S. If an emergency landing is mada at either Guantanamec or Key 
Weat the aircraft should be placed under guard and under cover if 
possible and the pilot should be provided assistance to notify his 
briefed contacts, If the pilot is injured and is unable to contact 
Project Headquarters, the station Comeander should notify CINCLART 
to pass the data to OPCEN, EMERGESCY PRECEDSNCE. The wission may 
be identified in message traffic by the emergency call sign or the 
tail number of the aireraft. 


6. Ia the event the U-2 is forced to make an emergency landing 
at Guantaname BAS, in the vicinity of Guantanazce; Key Weat or vicinity; 
or if a MAYDAY is received by Key Weet or Guantanamo from the U-2 the 
first notification of such an incident should be wade to Projeet Head- 
quarters Operational Control Center (OPCEN) by calling Washington D.C., 
phone number 356-3530. If Guantanamo is umable to call directly it is 
requested the iniormation be passed to Coamander, Naval Base, Key west 
by Single Side Band Radio Communications and Key West relay by phone 
to OPCEN in Washington. The aireraft side number or call sign should 
be used without identifying aircraft type. 


7, The cover story for an emergency at Key West or Guantanamo 
involving a U-2 is covered in “DIG" of August 1962. 


8. Confirmation of this requeet is degired in order that allied 
Agency actions can refleet these procedures.
